As was the caso in 1894, numerous allega- 
tons aro made by the Chinese about tho 
conduct of the people omploysd in tho 
cleansing of filth and plaguo-infocted houses 
throughout tho city.

_ wo do not aay it isan established fact—that 
thore is foundation for somo of thoso state- 
ments. Wo havo interviowod ono or two 
respectable Chineso, and havo made In- 
guirios rogarding tho atatementa of their 
compatriots. Thess gentlemen aay the poorer 
Chinoso complain to thom that those who 
aro ablé to pay bribes aro allowed to retain 
tho cocklofts snd havo their premises 
cloaned in a porfuactory manner, whereas 
those who are unable to pay the ‘squeeze’ 
ware treated somewhat roughly and without 
considorstion. One gentleman who takes 
a& very liboral and brondminded view of the 
nitvation says ‘I do not complain of the 
, whitowashing, I do not complain of tho 
cleansing, I do not complain about the re- 
moral of tho cocklofts from many of the 
houses; what I do complain of is the way 
_4n which tho men employed in tho works 
rash into tho houses without dua atten- 
tion to decorum, without giving proper 
notico to the inmates of tho housos, and 

+ without regard to the deconcies of com~- 
mon Chinoso life.’ It appears that the 
yon of the whitewash brigado have no 
poraplea about throwing the furniture 
out of the windows, This doos not seem 
to be necessary eyon from a sanitary point 
of viow.

THE CLEANSING OF TRE CITY. 

To the Eilitor of the ‘ Cuiwa Mat.’ 

Hingkong, May 14. 
Dear Sn, —Adverting te the ‘Crusade’ 
now being wayed against illegal cocklofts 
nd sunshades inthis city by the officials 
of the Sanitary Board, and the remarks 
that have appeared in tho local papers from 
timo to time respecting the mode of carry- 
ing out the regulations and orders of the 
Siuitery Board, the fullowing plain 
alatomeut of fucta which have come under 
my awn personal knowledge, since “Friday 
afternoon lust, will, 1 think bo of interest 
to you and your readers, more especially at 
the present timp. : 


At about 3.45 p.m. yesterday afternoon, 
my duty called me to Wost Point, On pro- 
sesding down Bonham Strand, I sew a gang 
of coolies destroying « good eun-shade 
covered with zino and boards over the foot- 
poth in front of No. 51. The sunshade 
itself was probably illegal, but no one could 
say it was injarious to health, and the 
street at this point ia uoneually wite,- There 
were two or thres European Policemen look - 
ing on, together with soldiers and numerone 
Chinese, the whole proceedings being of 
a very exciting and noisy character, after, 
watohing them for sometime, | asked the 
Policeman in charge (No. 103) who was his 
authority for acting thus, “He informed me 
‘Ho was, himeelf.’ The sun-shade at No, 
55 (next door but onc) was intact and not 
touched in any ways and on asking this 
same men why bo had not pulled that one 
down also, like the othera, his roply was that 
he (Policeman No, 103) had * paseed it.’ Oo 
my telling him, if he pulled ono dows 
he should pull ail of them down, 1 only 
received abusa from bim. The ‘oracle’ 
may bave been at work here alec, ~ 
No ono appreciutes more than myself 
the efforta of the Sanitary Board to im- 
prove the Sanitation of tha Colony, I am 
now and always have beon prepared 
to sscist and support the  oarrying 
out of any reasonable mensure for improving 
ity Sanitation, and in fact in some cases, I 
would advocate even moro stringent mea- 
sures. What I do object to, however, and 


Lthat is the reason for my now wriling you, 


is that af] these Regulations ure vot carried 
out consistently, without ‘fear or favour,” 
and [ botd that the Board and its officers 
should treat every one in the same manner, 
and not ‘blow hot and thea cold.’ Probably 
wost of the owners referred to have reoeived 
notices months and yoars ago, but thay have 
been allowed to Lapses, no ateps being 
taken at the time, to svathom enforced, If 
a little more consideration was shewwa to tho | 
better-olaes Chinese, and no favouritiam, bat 
all treated in the same impartial manoar, 
combined with a little ‘tact’ on the part 
of the Board, Lom aure you would fiad that 
the better-class Chinese, instead of obstruct- 
ing the operations of the Board, wauld oasist 
them all they posalbly could.

line of steamships which employed almost 
exclusively Lascar seamen~the P. aud 0. 
—got the whole patronage of the Post Of- 
fice. These men wero employed at rates 
of wages which Engliah seamen would not 
for a moment accept, and he contended that 
this was a violation in spitit of the House of 
Commons resolution against sweating. Sir 
Thomas Sutherland, the Chairman ofthe 
P, & O. Company, denied that thane ownere 
who. emplayed mixed crews did aa from 
inctives of economy. On the contrary such 
tixed crows wore, in uct, considerably more 
costly thaa entirely Euiopean crewa, Wher 
the PD and 0. Company first began to run 
thoic vessels throngh the Suez Canal, they
